Dae the year 1948 the Board held 52 regular meetings, 12 special 
meetings and 38 Public Hearings. The Board issued 121 Licenses 
and granted 112 Permits. The year was a most active one and the 
Selectmen appreciate the cooperation received from the Town Officers 
and various committees who were so often called upon to assist them 
in solving the many perplexing problems which arose during the year. 


Special Town Meetings—1948 


The Board voted to call three Special Town Meetings during 
1948 as follows: 


May 27th—To see what action the Town will take relative 
to the proposal of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration to erect a Neuro-Psychiatric Hospital 
in Natick. 


July 27th—To act on six Articles. In order to meet the 

d requirements of the State Division of Accounts 
and bonding counsel for the bank under- 
writing the bond issue it is necessary to hold 
a Special Town Meeting because proper 
notice was not given of the adjourned Town 
Meeting at which these matters were con- 
sidered (Article: 12 Section 3,-0f- thes Lown 
By-Laws)—(On October 5, 1948 the Town 
voted to amend its By-laws by striking out 
section 3,.of Article 1): 


October 5th—To see if the Town will establish a Housing 
Authority, to zone land on Worcester Street 
for a proposed open air theatre, and to act on 
thirteen other articles. 


Housing Authority 


The Board appointed the following members to serve on the 
Natick Housing Authority established under Article 1 of the 
Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of October 5, 1948: Joseph 
P. Foley, Carleton R. Leavitt, Henri F. Prunaret and Walter C. 
Gorenflo. The fifth member, Robert T. Gammons, was appointed 
for a term of three years ending October 20, 1951, by the State 
Housing Board. 


Police Department 


The Board voted to retire John Henry Heffernan from the 
Police Department, upon his request, under the provisions of 
Chapter 32, Section 85, as amended, at the rate of $1,600.00 yearly, 
effective 12:00 M, June 4, 1948. The Board expressed its appre- 
ciation to Sergeant Heffernan for his 26 years of faithful service 
in the Natick Police Department. 


The Board made a temporary transfer of William J. Shea, 
Patrolman in the Natick Police Department, to the position of 
Sergeant for a period of five months commencing July 4, 1948. An 
additional six months was authorized to June 4, 1949. 

The Board voted, upon request of Ray C. Tannar, to reinstate 
him as a Patrolman in the Natick Police Department effective Sep- 
tember 1, 1948. He had been on Leave of Absence, due to service 
in the U. S. Navy, since November 15, 1939. 


The Board unanimously appointed Thomas J. McEvoy, 26 Eliot 
Street, a Permanent Patrolman in the Natick Police Department, 
employment to commence December 5, 1948. 


The Board unanimously appointed Francis A. Ordway, Forest 
Avenue Extension, a Permanent Reserve Patrolman in the Natick 
Police Department, effective December 28, 1948. : 


The Selectmen have inserted an Article in the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1949 requesting six (6) additional per- 
manent patrolmen in the Police Department because we feel that 
the present number of patrolmen is inadequate to provide proper 
protection in all sections of the Town. 


Space markings having been completed, the enforcement of 
Parking Meter Regulations commenced on Monday, July 19, 1948 
with 312 Miller Meters installed. As of December 31, 1948 there 
are 288 in operation and the average for the five and ‘a half months 
was 295. 


Parking Meters 
Total receipts for the above period amounted to $7,171.91 of 


which the first $1,764.41 was paid to the Miller Meter Company for 
installation costs. 


Of the remaining $5,407.50 receipts one-half ($2,703.75) 
was paid to the Miller Company applicable to the purchase price 
of the meters and a similar amount (the Town’s share) was trans- 
ferred to the Natick Parking Meter Fees Reserve Account, from 
which amounts can only be voted by a Town Meeting for specific 
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purposes. The average fees collected per meter during this period 
per week was $1.01 each. 


We feel that the meters have proven successful in making 
more space available for more shoppers. 


Bus Service 


The Board has provided greater bus service to the citizens of 
Natick by granting these additional permits: 


Middlesex and Boston Street Railway Company—‘'From 
the corner of West Central Street and Speen Street 
to the corner of West Central Street and Mill Street.” 

Boston, Worcester & New York Street Railway Com- 
pany—'From the junction of Oak Street and Wor- 
cester Turnpike along Oak Street to the Wayland- 
Natick Line and from the junction of Oak Street and 
Winter Street along Winter Street to Milford Avenue 
and (later) along Winter Street to the Weston-Natick 
Line.” “From the junction of the Worcester Turn- 
pike and Speen Street along Speen Street to Hartford 
Street and along Hartford Street to the Framingham- 
Natick Line.” ‘From the junction of Walnut Street 
and Belvidere Street along Belvidere Street to Bacon 
Street and along Bacon Street to Oak Street and along 
Oak Street to the Worcester Turnpike and upon 
return via Bacon Street to Walnut Street.” 


Town Report For 1948 


In order to present a report easier to read and to make it 
available to the voters well in advance of the Town Meeting the 
Selectmen appointed the following to serve as the Town Report 
Committee: Emily L. Shannon, Robert F. Fairbanks, John B. 
Jennings, Louis A. Toepfer, Harold H. Wade. 

All Town Officers and Committees were represented at a 
joint meeting with the above committee in the Selectmen's Room 
on November 30th to discuss the preparation of their reports for 
the Annual Town Report of 1948. 


The Board awarded the printing of the 1948 Annual Town 
Report to The Wellesley Press, Inc., which was the only concern 
to submit a bid. 


Article For Bonus To Town Employees 


To prevent the practice in past years of miscellaneous and con- 
flicting salary requests included in the departmental budgets the 
department heads and the Salary Classification Committee met 


il 


jointly with the Selectmen on December 8th to discuss this matter 
together. 

It was the unanimous sense of this joint meeting that the 
Selectmen be requested to insert an article in the warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1949 for a bonus for all elected and 
appointed officers and employees, excluding the employees of the 
School Department for whom a request will be contained in their 
budget, and that the 1949 departmental salary budgets call for the 
same salaries as being paid in 1948. 

In accordance with this request the Selectmen have inserted 
an article in the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting of 1949 for 
a bonus as outlined above. 


1949 Annual Town Meeting 


The Board voted to hire the Colonial Theatre for the evenings 
of March 15th and 22nd for the purpose of holding the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1949. The Board also voted to reserve the 
Senior High School Auditorium for all qualified voters who can- 
not be seated at the theatre and a two-way communication system 
to the theatre will be available. 

The Selectmen held a Special Meeting to consider the 110 
Articles which had been submitted to them for the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1949. It was voted unanimously to 
rearrange the warrant so as to reduce the articles by 15 in number, 
this to be done by consolidation of the various Committee and Town 
Officers’ reports under one article. 

It was also voted unanimously to defer action on 31 Articles 
which do not affect the Tax Rate to a Special Town Meeting which 
was voted to be called for Tuesday, April 26, 1949 in Concert Hall. 


Other Activities 


The County Commissioners of Middlesex County have signed 
the lease for the rental of the District Court in Natick; said lease for 
a period of three years commencing January 1, 1948 at an annual 
rental of $3,300.00 which is an increase of $1,800.00 per year above 
the previous lease. 

As authorized by the vote under Article 18 of the Warrant of 
the Special Town Meeting of November 18, 1947 the Board adopted 
an Order to take a parcel of land as described in the vote for play- 
ground purposes (Lillis land for Coolidge Playground) and the 
Board determined and awarded damages sustained by the owners of 
said premises; said awards totalling $1,987.00. 
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A joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and Board of 
Public Works was held June 1, 1948 in the Selectmen’s Office to 
fill the vacancy in the Board of Public Works Commissioners occa- 
sioned by the resignation of Fermo A. Bianchi effective May 24, 
1948. Frank Webber was elected a member of the Board of Public 
Works Commissioners to fill the above vacancy. 


The Board voted to retire John H. Harper from the School 
Department, upon his application, and upon his resignation, under 
the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 32, Section 56, as amended, 
us incapacitated for active service, at the rate of $1,550.00 yearly, 
effective May 15, 1948. 


The Selectmen, under Chapter 44, Section 31, authorized Chief 
Brown to incur liability in excess of the Fire Department Appro- 
priation to the amount of $2,875.00 which is necessary to make 
emergency repairs to the fire alarm system which was damaged on 
November 20, 1948. 


The Selectmen received the resignations of Henri Prunaret 
and William R. Churchill, Sinking Fund Commissioners for the 
Town of Natick, effective January 23, 1948. 


The Board voted to accept the bid of Burt Hawes, 161 Pond 
Street, for the bi-weekly collection of household rubbish from 
sidewalks in front of private dwellings for the year 1949 for the 
amount of $10,500.00. 


The Selectmen sent a letter to the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities on November 22nd stating that they protest any 
curtailment of service in advance of a hearing and to be recorded 
as opposed to the curtailment of service by the B & A Railroad 
scheduled for December 5, 1948. The D.P.U. replied that the pro- 
posed date of December 5, 1948 for curtailment was deferred to 
February 1, 1949 and that a hearing would be held on December 
22, 1948, 


The Board requested the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Works Traffic Division to install safety signs on the Worcester 
Turnpike from intersection with Oak Street and Grove Road and 
requested Registrar King to make a survey of speeding violations 
in this area. 


The Board requested the Boston Edison Company to make a 
survey of the street lighting on West Central Street from Main 
Street to Cemetery Street where four serious accidents to pedes- 
trians, resulting in two deaths, have occurred within the period 
of one year.

N the office of the Town Clerk there are recorded the Vital Statistics 
such as births, marriages and deaths; warrants for town meetings 
with the proceedings thereon; chattel mortgages, etc. 


In addition the Town Clerk issues marriage, hunting, fishing and 
dog licenses as well as carrying on a multiple of duties prescribed by 
County and State laws which are too numerous to be enumerated in 
the space available. 


During 1948 there were 613 births, 225 deaths and 199 mar- 
riages as compared with 643 births, 226 deaths and 243 marriages in. 
1947. 


By authority of the County there were 1,341 dog licenses issued 
in 1948 and the sum of $3,028.80 turned over to the Town Treasurer, 
as against 1,220 licenses issued in 1947 totaling $2,715.60. 


The Town Clerk, by virtue of his office, is a member of the 
Board of Registrars of Voters, and as such has complete charge of 
the list of voters and Election Laws and records; supervises the pro- 
curing and compiling of the names of approximately 12,000 persons, 
20 years of age or over, and the printing of them in the book known 
as “List of Residents’, which was a duty formerly under the Board 
of Assessors; also supervises the procuring of the names of approxi- 
mately 800 owners of dogs, which is the duty of the Board of 
Assessors. 


During 1948 approximately 1000 new names were added to the 
voting list and with the continued development of the newer sections 
of our town we may anticipate a continued increase in the responsibili- 
ties of this particular phase of the work. 


Because so many firms today have retirement plans, the impor- 
tance of accurate birth records is emphasized daily in the numerous 
requests for copies of such records which are required in order to estab- 
lish pension rights, and in the furnishing of birth and marriage 
records for governing and qualifying cases in connection with the 
activities of the Welfare Department and Veterans’ Rehabilitation

PLANNING BOARD 


HE Planning Board has held, in addition to its regular meetings, s-x 

conferences and four advertised hearings during the year, in which 
numerous articles in the Town Warrants for regular and special Town 
Meetings were considered. Recommendations were made and sub- 
mitted to the Town Meetings. 


Four additions to subdivisions were approved during the year, two 
at Sherwood in West Natick, one at Stratford in North Natick and one 
at Bay State Homes on Bacon Street. 


An area on the southerly side of the Worcester Turnpike wes 
of Speen Street was zoned for business. 


The Board is now functioning as a nucleus of the Long Range 
Planning Committee. 


The Planning Board’s New Master Plan which was contracted for 
in 1948 will be ready early in 1949. 


The Board has viewed preliminary plans of proposed recreational 
areas on Lake Cochituate and is making a study of extension of business 
areas in the center of the Town.

hye’ the past year the Town Counsel attended weekly meetings 
and special meetings of the Board of Selectmen. While in attend- 
ance advice was given relative to the many questions which so con- 
stantly arise. The Town Counsel has also been present at meetings of 
the Finance Committee, School Committee, School Survey Committee, 
Town Report Committee, Wage and Compensation Committee, Park 
Department, Public Works Department, etc. It is estimated that in 
all these meetings number over one hundred. 


In addition to routine renewals of leases and contracts prepared 
yearly, negotiations were conducted for a new lease of the Natick 
Court House with the Middlesex County Commissioners. In conse- 
quence the yearly rental payable to our Town was advanced $1800. 
from $1500. to $3300. and the lease was revised by other provisions 
more favorable to the Town. 


All matters pending before courts or the Appellate Tax Board 
have now been completed without payment by the Town except the 
Clinton reimbursement action where a favorable settlement resulted, 
and in another action the Town collected nine hundred dollars. In the 
matter of the State Emergency Housing Commission the Town prevailed 
and recovered judgment for costs of court. 


During the year detailed regulations were prepared governing 
Taxicabs and also Parking Meters. Land for the new Oak Grove 
School was taken by eminent domain. Assistance to all was given in 
the preparation of articles and votes for the annual and three special 
town meetings. Many formal opinions were rendered to town of- 
ficials and departments. More numerous informal opinions were ex- 
pressed to officials and citizens of the Town whenever requested. 


The Town Counsel attended all of the monthly meetings and served 
as Treasurer of the City Solicitors and Town Counsel Association. 
Two lectures on phases of town government were delivered before 
Civic associations. 


There are several small claims against the Town where settlement 
will be recommended to the annual town meeting.

1 ie Board of Assessors, during the past year, has continued a pro- 
gram of improvement that, we feel, has shown satisfactory results. 


The Real Estate records are now typed and kept in order so as to 
be readily accessible. A large number have been corrected, both as to 
name of owner, area owned, etc. These corrections are being con- 


tinued daily. 


Personal Property records of every company doing business in 
Natick are also typed and in good order. 


An individual Personal Property record is also being developed, 
and, it is hoped that this will be ready to go into operation in 1949. 


Poll card records were always typed yearly. When it is taken into 
consideration that in the past this meant writing or typing from 5000 
to 6000 cards, this was quite a long, tedious job on which the town 
derived less than $9000 revenue. 


There has been completed a filing system that will only require 
a check with the list received from the registrars, and new cards 
for newcomers or additions, thereby relieving employees of the de- 
partment to more important work. 


The Assessors have segregated and set up a card system on all 
Town-owned property, as well as all Tax-Exempt property, such as 
Charitable Organizations, houses of worship, etc., and a card system 
of Street and Sidewalk Betterments. As these payments are, in most 
cases, extended over a period of ten years, and must be added to the 
tax bill yearly (one-tenth of the total sum yearly), it is evident that 
an accurate record must be kept. 


All of these card systems are now kept in a fireproof safe which 
has been newly fitted with the necessary compartments. In case of 
fire, or other disaster, we are assured by the safe builders that these 
records would be intact even if the safe itself went through to the 
basement. 

A complete correspondence filing system has been installed, to- 
gether with a separate file for the twenty-five to thirty Forms and 
Reports that must be made and submitted to the Town Accountant 
and the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation.

The office staff now consists of three clerks. One is experienced, 
and has been in the employ of the department for a number of years. 
Another has been with the office a little over a year, and has proven 
herself thoroughly efficient and reliable and an asset to the office. 
The third, while she has been employed for only a couple of months, 
is industrious and reliable, and should also prove to be an asset. 


Regarding equalization of present assessed valuations, the Board 
has already reassessed and corrected some of the most flagrant of 
these inequalities. During the coming year a lot more can, and will, 
be accomplished in this respect without the expenditure of any large 


sum of money by the Town.

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SEALER of WEIGHTS and MEASURES

5 Fs primary duty of the sealer of weights and measures is to see that 
equity prevails in all sales of commodities or service which involve 
the use of weighing or measuring devices in determining values. 
Our weights and measures laws are based on this principle and the 
sealer is held directly responsible for their enforcement. 

It is the sealer’s duty to inspect and test with his working stand- 
ards every scale, weight, measure, or weighing or measuring device 
which comes within his jurisdiction. Such of these as are found to 
be correct are sealed. Such as are found to be inaccurate or worn 
out are condemned for repairs. If in a state beyond repair they are 
eliminated from further use. 

The supervisional activities of the sealer include the re-weigh- 
ing or re-measuring of quantities of commodities that have been de- 
livered or are ready for delivery to customers; checking deliveries 
of ice, coal, etc.; investigating complaints and enforcing the pro- 
visions of the hawker and peddler and transient vendor laws. 


The mechanical side of the sealer’s work must, of course, come 
first, because, without accurate equipment for weighing or measur- 
ing merchandise, no one could be expected to deliver accurate 
weight or measure. However, the mechanical side is but half, or 
less than half, of the sealer’s task as he cannot be considered truly 
efhcient until he has brought about and maintains a proper use of 
correct equipment and a proper observance of all of the other pro- 
visions of the weights and measures laws. 


It should be remembered, however, that much of the good 
resulting from the sealer’s work is intangible in that it consists of 
the prevention of short weight and measure, and of faulty or dis- 
honest practices, and thus the greatest number of complaints and 
prosecutions does not necessarily indicate the greatest degree of 
efficiency.

N general, the duties of the Health Department are to safeguard 

and protect the health of the community. Thus the Board of Health 
must provide measures with respect to contagious disease; must in- 
spect and enforce a health safety code on establishments dealing in 
milk and food products; must inspect and enforce health regula- 
tions on areas and loci that can potentially constitute a health 
nuisance. 

A very successful chest X-ray survey was conducted in Natick 
this past summer. The cooperation of the townspeople was out- 
standing. 

The annual Rabies clinic was quite satisfactory. However, 
there are still a considerable number of dog owners who do not avail 
themselves of this free annual inoculation service. 

The Health Department has increased its amount of laboratory 
work, running considerably more tests on water, milk, ice-cream 
and restaurant utensils. 

All contagious diseases reported to the Department were sub- 
ject to restraint as specified in our health regulations. 

New equipment purchased this year for the mosquito control 
program proved very satisfactory and increased the efficiency of 
that department.

LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL 


MAnxe its fiftieth annual report, the Leonard Morse Hospital 

shows that it renders broad community services as the town 
hospital. During 1948 the hospital activities were less busy than 
in previous years except for a decided increase in Out-Patients 
and X-Rays. 


Admissions to the hospital during the year totalled 2237. 
Thirty-nine percent of the admissions were surgical, thirty-one 
percent medical, twenty percent obstetrical, and ten percent ton- 
sillectomies. 


Financial problems continue to be difficult. A slight increase 
in rates failed to offset mounting operating costs and the year 
ended with hospital accounts in the red. A full financial state- 
ment appears in the section of the Town Report devoted to f- 
nancial affairs. 


Nursing personnel continue to change, but the past year has 
seen this situation stabilize itself to some extent, and the nursing 
problem, except on holidays and at vacation times is not as con- 
fusing as it has been during the past few years. It is expected 
that there should be a decided improvement in the nursing situa- 
tion in general as time goes on.

Such gifts as these are earnestly solicited. It is hoped that 
others may be disposed to remember the hospital by bequests, 
donations or trust funds. ‘The future financial health and the 
future expansion of hospital facilities necessary to meet the growth 
of the community depend almost entirely upon income from these 
sources. 

The Ladies Aid Association has continued its interest in the 
hospital and its welfare. During the year it gave over five hun- 
dred dollars in gifts to the hospital. Their Free Bed was used 
to the extent of the yearly allowance. All patients were remem- 
bered at Christmas with attractive handkerchiefs. The Library 
maintained by the Association has been much appreciated by the 
patients. 

Today's hospital facilities are hardly adequate for present 
requirements. The hospital must grow to meet the demands of 
community growth. Action on proposals for construction and 
expansion cannot be indefinitely postponed.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


NE of the first questions asked by a prospective new-comer to 
O a town is ‘““What kind of schools do you have?’ Upon the 
favorable answer to that question depends the number and quality 
of the new citizens. 


Our town is now a rapidly-growing community. Added pop- 
ulation creates immediate necessity for adequate school facilities 
and teaching personnel. For many years Natick’s population re- 
mained static and to some extent we have been satisfied to get 
along with school housing that did not permit the most efficient 
educational program. This has changed. Conditions have made it 
necessary that a definite building objective be established and a 
goal set towards which to work. 


The members of the School Survey Committee appointed by 
the Town Moderator have given unselfishly of their time and effort. 
The new Lincoln School is the first step in a long-range plan. The 
addition to the West Natick School and the new elementary school 
under construction to take the place of the obsolete Nathan Rice 
and Oak Grove schools now are the next steps. Plans for added 
school facilities are in process and will be presented for decision of 
the citizens in the near future. 


The School Committee has been in close touch with the Survey 
Committee and is in full accord with the recommendations as pre- 
sented. There are four hundred more pupils in our schools than 
there were ten years ago. This increase has been within the last 
four years—more than half of it within the last year. Not only do 
we need to replace old buildings with modern ones, but we need 
new school buildings located at strategic points in the town as pop- 
ulation expands. 

The tax rate will reflect not only the increased cost of school 
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buildings and equipment, but also the increase proposed in salaries 
for teachers in service and for those who must be hired to take care 
of the growth in numbers. The school appropriation is the largest 
part of the budget of any town because it has to do with the most 
important work that can be done—the education of the coming gen- 
eration. 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools, which follows, 
sets forth in detailed manner the educational processes and plans 
for the children of the town. We are trying to set up and maintain 
a high standard of education for our children. This is the task with 
which a school committee is charged, and it will be our endeavor 
in the future, as it has been in the past, to see that full value is ob- 
tained for every dollar spent. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


On Wednesday, September eighth, not too many months ago, 
the public schools of our community again opened their doors to 
hundreds of children. Thus began another chapter in the story of 
education in one of the many communities of our great democracy. 
This day, as someone has said, might well be termed “The First 
Day,” for although it is not listed on any business or religious cal- 
endar, it is nevertheless closely associated with the lives of all of us. 
It is on this day that our children—graders and upperclassmen— 
again begin to participate in the educational program, and it is on 
this day that the little tots of yesterday first avail themselves of the 
formal opportunity to learn and to understand; hence is brought 
about the beginning of a better preparation of all children for a 
meaningful, fruitful, and proper place in our democratic society. 


The past educational year has been one of achievement, and 
the following information is given to your attention. 


Elementary Education 


Public school education begins for children in the kindergarten. 
This statement is made particularly for the new residents of our 
community. At present there are ten such units which accommo- 
date approximately two hundred and seventy children with a mini- 
mum of sixty more children to be accommodated upon the com- 
pletion of the new kindergarten addition at the West Natick School. 


During the past year our kindergartens have been conducted 
with the same enthusiasm, ambition, efficiency, and understanding 
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Kindergarten, West School 


evidenced by the teachers as marked their beginning more than 
five years ago. The progress of kindergarten children in the grades 
attests to the importance of this educational unit and the interest 
in and recognition of its significance by parents seems to indicate 
that this phase of education is here to stay. 


Progress in the so-called grade schools has profited by the 
general untiring efforts of our grade-school staff. Their work with 
children as individuals and as groups, their work on educational 
committees, their participation in modern educational courses con- 
ducted within the department as well as those presented at various 
educational institutions, and their continued understanding of 
sound educational philosophy and procedure has been basic in 
maintaining a high level of elementary education. The ‘Three 
R’s’’—reading, writing, and arithmetic—still hold a definite and 
very important place in our program. Today, however, more than 
ever before there is the added task of training youngsters for con- 
fidence, responsibility, initiative, and other qualities so essential to 
our way of life. Teaching children how to get along with others, 
how to cooperate, and how to distinguish between fact and opinion 
are definite and necessary purposes of our program. In order to 
help children to think intelligently and in order to realize our pur- 
poses, it is necessary that they be given and assume more responsi- 
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New Lincoln School 


bility. Therefore, one may find now that more correlated activity, 
ably guided by the teacher, is granted in the classroom than was 
previously known. 


Reading-readiness, begun in the kindergarten, is continued in 
the first grade since some children still are not ready to participate 
in the more difficult process of actually learning to read and since 
some children have not had the background of kindergarten train- 
ing. Reading-readiness simply defined is the result of that pro- 
cedure whereby children are helped to develop and to practice many 
of the skills necessary in reading. For example, children learn 
how to hold a book, they learn which is the front and which is the 
back, what pages are, what the cover is, how to take care of a book, 
how to use and to develop eye muscles, how to change the line of 
vision—looking from left to right, how to recognize and under- 
stand pictures, the words and terms that go with them, differences 
and likenesses in pictures and in the smaller details. Exercises such 
as these tend to help the youngster in the reading process. The 
procedure of expressing oneself before the others, with short stories, 
the talk and discussion after a teacher story, the duties that children 
have in the classroom, the school, and on the playground, the use of 
the newly constructed playhouse, store, or library with its furnish- 
ings, the beautiful pictures in today’s story books, field trips, and 
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other activities engaged in serve as very important factors in this 
phase of child development. 


Last year’s report explained in some detail the writing system, 
the testing program, the kindergartens, and other divisions of the 
educational process. This year attention will tend toward the read- 
ing program. 


Some of the beginning phases of our reading program include 
general discussions of stories, the assimilation of colorful pictures 
and words, meaning, and then later letters and sounds. For ex- 
ample, the teacher may relate the story of a dog, an animal friend of 
most children. The children in turn then may tell stories about 
their dog, a picture of a dog is shown, perhaps the dog is given a 
name by the children, the word dog is written on a word card and 
on the board, the word dog is shown under the picture of a dog, the 
children tell and hear other stories about dogs until gradually the 
form of the word dog becomes familiar to them. The average child 
at the end of the first grade recognizes about three hundred and 
fifty to four hundred and fifty words, by the end of the second 
grade one thousand words, and by the end of the third grade about 
twenty-two hundred have been learned. 


The teaching of phonics is essential in the grades and is con- 
tinued in the upper grades wherever needed. Often the question 
is asked, “Is the alphabet taught in school today?” The answer is 
no—not as such, not as we were taught many years ago but as a re- 
sult of directed attention to letters in words as they become familiar 
to the pupil. The teacher of today in cooperation with the child 
develops this understanding by naming and sounding letters as 
they appear and the average child at the end of the first grade 
knows the entire alphabet. Reading may be called a continuous 
process found in all divisions of the educational plan. 


The department is aware of the fact that some reading deficien- 
cies exist and through the cooperative efforts of the staff and ed- 
ucational schools supplemented with in-service study and research 
believes that many deficiencies will be eliminated. An effort is 
being made to enlarge the number and scope of our so-called free 
reading materials found in classroom libraries, department libraries, 
and school libraries from kindergarten through grade twelve. The 
cooperation of our own public library, various commercial com- 
panies, and other organizations, including museums, colleges, and 
governmental agencies has been outstanding in making available 
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many interestingly worth-while books and articles as well as other 
closely related materials. 


Secondary Education 

The secondary part of our educational program includes the 
junior and senior high schools—two separate units of three grades 
each. Both schools are constantly trying to improve and to ad- 
just themselves with the ever-changing social, economic, and world- 
ly conditions. Schools of today have a gigantic task—that of com- 
peting with such powerful forces as the radio, the motion picture, 
the automobile, and many other forms of entertainment that have 
served as factors in the separation of the family as a unit; however, 
it should be mentioned that properly used the foregoing-mentioned 
factors are almost indispensable as modern tools of learning and 
that television, one of the most recent developments of science, may 
be the means of again bringing the family unit into being, as it was 
years ago, with the modern version of such things as the speiling 
bee, the multiplication table, number facts, history and geography 
quizzes, stereopticon slides and others. Our schools are conscious 
of these many competing forces and are attempting, through good 
down-to-the-earth common sense, to combat these distractions by 
educating pupils to think, to work, and to play according to the 
basic principles of our society. 


Each year, in the spring, boys and girls of all six grades are in- 
vited with their teachers to visit the Junior High School and there 
to become acquainted with the new school as a building, to listen 
and to engage in the activity of some of their future classes, to be 
in attendance at an assembly program, and to become acquainted 
with teachers and other instructors. This procedure in a small way 
assists in bridging the gap between elementary and secondary ed- 
ucation. 


The program of guidance in our secondary schools makes its 
beginning in the junior high school and is well on its way in success- 
fully assisting pupils to find themselves and to guide them in various 
phases of their present and future lives. Many types and kinds of 
tests and measurements are administered, the results of which are 
placed on the permanent record cards, individual pupil-teacher con- 
ferences are held, and parental visitations are welcome. Such pro- 
cedures are developed in an attempt to seek out and to help each 
pupil with personal and educational difficulties. Both the junior 
and senior high schools accept the responsibility of training for 
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A Typical Senior High Classroom 


leadership. Before the actual entrance of pupils in the senior high 
school, general assemblies and individual guidance conferences are 
held during which the program of studies is thoroughly explained 
through the cooperative effort of the administrators of both schools, 
which results in practically all cases in the proper placement of in- 
dividuals in the general, commercial, or college preparatory course. 
During a pupil’s high school career he is subjected to several in- 
dividual conferences or interviews yearly by teachers and particu- 
larly by the vice principal and principal. Pupils of all classes are 
given standardized tests such as those of mental ability, reading, 
grammar, arithmetic, interest, and others. The results of these 
tests are recorded on permanent record cards and are used by the 
teaching personnel to determine the teaching methods best suited 
to the individual pupil or group. Actual achievement in subjects 
supplemented by this testing data enables the administrators to help 
the individual pupil in his selection of future courses and his job or 
educational placement after high school. 


The mechanics of reading, explained to some extent in the 
elementary division of this report, is continued in the secondary 
school, for it is a fact that some children still experience difficulty 
in reading skills at that level. It is the duty of all teachers to as- 
sist such pupils wherever and whenever possible, the most serious 
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Senior High School Lunchroom 


or acute cases being cared for by teachers trained in remedial read- 
ing. 

Today most pupils must remain in school until they are six- 
teen years of age, in some sections of our country even longer. The 
state law of Massachusetts requires that all children with few ex- 
ceptions attend school between the ages of seven and sixteen years. 
Most parents insist that their children remain in school through- 
out high school. 

Consideration is given to those who are physically unable to 
attend school by having a special instructor visit the home. Audio- 
visual aids, the use of the radio, motion pictures, slides, exhibits, 
field trips, and other methods and devices are being used extensively. 
These comparatively new educational tools have already proved 
their use as evidenced by the interest and enthusiasm of both pupil 
and teacher as well as the definite educational results. Upon the 
completion of our first new elementary school, one will find that 
provision has been made for the future use of television. It is our 
belief that our school system is one of which to be proud as evi- 
denced by the number of successful graduates, including those who 
have gone directly into business as well as those who have yearly 
been accepted in institutions of higher learning.

The Natick Public Schools seek to build American ideals and 
to develop effective citizenship by both direct and indirect teaching 
of Americanism at every school level. American history is taught 
in the elementary grades and is required as a specific course in the 
secondary school before an individual may graduate from high 
school. Bulletins, pamphlets, and other materials, correlated pro- 
grams of significant events in American history, as well as the actual 
pupil participation in club activities and school management, tend 
to develop an understanding patriotism and cultivate habits of dem- 
ocratic living. The entire program consisting of many direct and 
indirect phases tends to develop a realization of the continuous re- 
sponsibilities that belong to freedom-loving people. 


The department realizes the significance of the increase in 
school enrollment. It realizes the tremendous burden that is being 
placed on the shoulders of teachers who have classes far surpassing 
in number the recognized size for efficient teaching and learning. 
It recognizes the need of improved and new school facilities in 
many parts of our town, and it is cognizant of the added burden 
that must be placed on the tax payer in order to bring about proper 
schools for the children of this community. However, it believes 
that with the recent trend of state financial assistance for schools 
as expressed by the new state laws (1) An Act Relative to School 
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Natick High School Band, Thanksgiving Day, 1948 


Funds and State Aid for Public Schools, and (2) An Act to En- 
courage the Establishment of Regional and Consolidated Public 
Schools and to Provide Financial Assistance to Cities and Towns in 
the Construction of School Buildings (Chapters 643 and 645 of the 
Acts of 1948, respectively) supplemented with the possibility of 
federal aid in the not too distant future that we should and must 
continue the school building program in order to adequately house 
and to assist in the proper preparation of our youth for the future. 


In order to cooperate with the desires of the special committee 
appointed by the Selectmen to study and to make recommendations 
for the improvement of the Annual Town Report, the Report of 
the School Department has been condensed rather extensively. 
However, further information pertaining to the school system is 
available at the School Department Office. 


The Department wishes to express its sincere appreciation to 
the many town departments, Parent-Teacher Associations and other 
organizations and individuals for their assistance during the past 
year.

North Natick School, West Natick School and Whitney’s Field on 
Washington Avenue. Consideration was given to the opening of a new 
play area in the Sherwood district and several sites were inspected. All 
were rejected as unsuitable for one or more of the following reasons: 
surface unsuitable and could be prepared only at prohibitive cost, lack 
of a near water supply, unsafe because of flying golf balls and inade- 
quate size. The continued development of this area will eventually 
provide a suitable site probably near the new school location. 

The Hunnewell Town Forest Field was used by East Natick as a 
ball field. This area could easily be developed as a playground for Oak 
Park Manor. 

A full time handcraft supervisor was assigned to a schedule cover- 
ing all grounds and the increased handwork display at Field Day surely 
justified this small added expenditure. Folk dancing with a special in- 
structor was taught weekly at the Coolidge Junior High School Play- 
ground, 
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Attendance showed a slight increase, the weekly average being 
3592 as against 3423 in 1947. 

Whitney’s Field was equipped with swings, teeter boards, a sand- 
box and a work table with benches. New swings were added at West 
School and a jungle gym has been installed at the Coolidge Junior High 
School playground. This jungle gym is a very popular and useful 
piece of play equipment. We expect to have one on every playground 
in 1949. 

Adult hobby classes have been conducted at the Coolidge Junior 
High School beginning in October. These classes meet every Thursday 
and will continue throughout the winter months. These classes are 
practically self-supporting and furnish a meeting place for adults who 
have the same ideas concerning hobbies. Badminton, Dressmaking, 
Handcraft and Basketball seem to be most popular this year. Other 
clubs will be formed as the demand arises. 


The Commission has cooperated with a committee of public 
spirited citizens in assisting in the formulation of a well-developed pro- 
gram to care for different age groups at the Shaw Community Center 
in South Natick. A small amount of money judiciously used at 
this center will pay big dividends in preventing juvenile delinquen- 
cy and in providing for the worthy use of leisure time. A well- 
rounded recreation program consists not only of playground activi- 
ties for young children but also athletics, handcraft, dramatics, 
music, nature work, lectures, swimming and as many other activities 
as the community can support financially. 

The Commission recommends development of picnic grounds with 
fireplaces at Town Park. Two tennis courts at Coolidge Field. These 
should be of tarvialithic or cork asphalt surface. 

Appreciation is extended to the School Department, Public Works 


Department and Park Department for their cooperation during the en- 
tire year.

ye year 1948 shows a slight increase in the circulation of books for 
the first time in several years. The reregistration of old borrowers, 
started a year ago last September, and the registration of many 
new ones is continually going on. There are now approximately 
4100 active borrowers in Natick. 


The library must be prepared to answer all kinds of reference 
questions. The following are just a few examples of the questions 
answered as part of the daily work: Information on Natick’s water 
supply and sewerage system, the diagram of a frog’s circulatory 
system, a critical study of Shakespeare’s Hamlet, the social life and 
customs of the ancient Egyptians, cooking in quantity, designing 
Christmas cards, making slip covers, constructing a lawn chair, 
building a brick wall, refinishing old furniture, making a stencil de- 
sign on an antique tray, or information about old houses in Natick. 
Through inter-library loan the library is able to supply students with 
some of the books not in its own collection. 


The library has received during the past year many gifts of 
books and magazines. Among the most interesting was a gift by 
Miss Myrtle Markham of two newspapers—the New York Herald 
April 15, 1865, containing an account of Abraham Lincoln’s death 
and the Ulster County Gazette January 4, 1800, with an account of 
George Washington’s death. 


Last spring the library had an art exhibit by Miss Helen M. 
Groves, art teacher in the Natick schools This fall there have been 
several interesting exhibits loaned by the Children’s Museum in 
Jamaica Plain through the kind cooperation of Mr. Dyke L. Quack- 
enbush of the Natick High School faculty. 


November 1 was a day of moratorium on fines. The library 
collected quite a few long overdue books. Also a number of people, 
especially the young people, took advantage of the opportunity to 
cancel their fines and start again with a clean record. 


Groups of Girl Scouts and the High School Sophomores were 
given instruction in the use of the library. They all had practice in 
answering reference questions, looking books up in the catalog and 
finding them on the shelf. 
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Children’s Library, Morse Institute 


The Children’s library finds this year that parents are showing 
greater interest in the children’s books. More of the parents of 
young children are coming in to take out picture books and story 
books. There is also an increasing interest on the part of the 
teachers in having books in their schoolrooms that will provide 
supplementary reading on whatever subject they are studying. Some- 
times it is a problem to find enough books to supply the demand. 
A fresh coat of paint has greatly added to the attractiveness of the 
children’s room. 


It is hoped that sometime in the future the people in West 
Natick may be served more adequately with library facilities than 
at the present time. Now there is no place to which books can be 
taken for circulation as is done at East Natick and North Natick. 
The branches at these latter two places continue to be well patron- 
ized with a great percentage of non-fiction being read, especially at 
East Natick. There is also an increase in the use of books by the 
children at the West Natick school, where a collection is taken each 
week of the school year to be circulated during school hours. 


The library had planned to start this year a collection of phono- 
graph records for circulation. Because of the new long playing 
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Reference Department, Morse Institute 


records the Trustees thought it wiser to wait a while longer. It is 
hoped that the collection can be started next year. Many libraries 
which now have such collections find they are very popular. 


MORSE INSTITUTE TRUSTEES 


1 fig Trustees of the Morse Institute have been concerned with main- 
taining and improving the library service for our growing com- 
munity. In this connection the needs of the East Natick and West 
Natick sections are matters of particular study. The present library 
service for these sections is the best that may be afforded under present 


conditions. 


However, it is obvious that more permanent branch facilities for 
East Natick and West Natick should be provided at the earliest prac: 
ticable moment. To this end the Trustees are cooperating with the 
Long Range Planning Committee and within the next year or two we 
trust that the town will be able to afford the special housing facilities 
necessary to meet the needs for extended library service in all sections 
of our community. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT

Dae 1948 the Police Department was called upon to investigate 

1156 complaints. A total of 559 arrests were made, a drop of 138 
since the previous year. Motor vehicle accidents investigated climbed 
from 300 in 1947 to 316, but the number involving injury or death to 
persons fell from 111 to 107. There were three fatal accidents, one 
more than in the year 1947. 


The deaths of several elderly pedestrians during recent years have 
tended to cause an outraged public to demand more police protection 
and a drive against all motor vehicle offenders as an example to the rest 
of the community. However, there are many factors to be considered. 
Basically, it is a problem of keeping the pedestrian and motorist apart. 
Whether the solution lies in sunken roadways, elevated sidewalks or 
fenced-off areas is for the traffic engineers to determine. Tighter laws 
against jay-walkers would require police at every corner which, of 
course, would run into tremendous and prohibitive expenditure of 
money. The Boston Edison Company has been requested to make 
a survey along the streets in the town where the accidents have been 
occurring for the purpose of determining improvements in the light- 
ing conditions. The cutting off of low limbs on trees might pre- 
vent the casting of shadows which hinder the vision of motorists. 
Speed zoning, that is, the posting of signs designating the top speed 
at which a motor vehicle can legally travel at a given point, as 
authorized by act of the Legislature last year, is another corrective 
measure; however, the various legal speeds must be approved by the 
State Department of Public Works before such signs can be installed. 
In any event, the officers of this department have been instructed to 
do all in their power to prevent motor vehicle violations and reduce 
accidents to a minimum. 


It is gratifying to announce that the much discussed repairs to 
the defective cast stone and material in our police building were com- 
pleted by the firm of A. Belanger and Sons, Inc., of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, on December 5, 1948, at which time payment in the 
amount of $5,486.00 was authorized, leaving a balance of $14.00 in 
the account. It is now felt that with minor repairs, the payment of 
which can be met out of the regular departmental budget, the build- 
ing will be in good condition for many years to come. 
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Last year the Massachusetts Legislature passed an act entitled 
“Chapter 540, amending Chapter 41, by inserting section 97A after 
section 97 of the General Laws,” relative to the establishment of 
Police Departments in certain towns. The act, as originally pre- 
sented, if accepted by a vote of the town, would give to its Chief of 
Police the same powers which Chiefs of Fire Departments now 
possess, that is, full and absolute authority in the administration of 
their departments, including the making of all rules and regulations, 
the appointment of such officers and firemen as they may deem 
necessary and suitable, and the removal of the same at any time for 
cause and after hearing. However, due to opposition by certain in- 
dividuals who, for political reasons, wanted the appointive power to 
remain as at present, the original bill was amended by striking out 
the appointing power suggested for the Chief of Police. 


I have requested the insertion of an article in the warrant for 
the 1949 Annual Town Meeting-for the acceptance of the said act 
which, if approved by a vote of the citizens assembled thereat, will 
authorize the Chief of Police, from time to time, to make suitable 
regulations governing the police department and the officers thereof, 
subject to the approval of the Selectmen, provided that such regula- 
tions shall become effective without such approval upon the failure 
of the Selectmen to take action thereon within thirty days after sub- 
mission thereof to them by the Chief of Police. Upon acceptance 
of said act, the Chief of Police will have immediate control of all 
town property used by the department and of the police officers 
whom he shall assign to their respective duties and who shall be re- 
quired to obey his orders.

a Ras South Natick Fire Station has been rebuilt during the year under 
a Special Committee for that purpose. The Committee has done 
a commendable piece of work. Through their efforts the town 
has received an adequate station for a very reasonable sum of money. 
A new 500 gallon pumping engine was purchased during the year 
and placed in service at this station. 


The Fire Alarm System suffered severe damage on November 
20. As a result of an automobile accident a high tension line of 
the Edison Co. crossed our system. Through the cooperation of 
the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee money was 
made available so that the system was out of service a very brief 
period. The town has been reimbursed for the damage through 
the efforts of the Town Counsel. A Special Committee on the 
Fire Alarm System, modernization and extension, is at work and 
their recommendations should be followed. 
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Fire Alarm System 


In the past year the following men have been appointed to the 
department to fill vacancies: Silvano A. Melchiorri, Richard D. 
Fahey, John J. Mullaney, Jr., and John S. Mahoney. Francis A. 
Arena has been appointed in a temporary capacity until the return 
of John S. Mahoney from the United States Navy. James B. 
Slamin and Francis H. Green have been promoted to Captains. 
Vincent W. Glebus has been promoted to Captain on a temporary 
basis awaiting Civil Service rulings. 

The Department suffered the loss of Deputy Chief Michael 
James Morris, Jr., who passed away very suddenly on April 1, 1948. 
He had served the town in the Fire Department since January 1, 
1918. 

The fire apparatus in the town, with the exception of the 
750 gallon Maxim pump, which is 26 years old, is in good repair. 
This truck is old and unreliable, and should be replaced this year. 

The mutual aid with Framingham and Wellesley Departments 
has been continued.

[x submitting the twenty-eighth annual report of the Department 

of Public Works we wish to briefly outline the duties of the var- 
ious divisions of the Department. The Department is made up of 
four divisions with duties as follows: 


1. Highway Division: 

The Highway Division of the Town of Natick is an ex- 
cellent example of how the Road Machinery Fund can equip 
a small town’s Highway Division at a very low cost to the 
taxpayers. This Department's Highway Division, we feel, 
is one of the best equipped in this section. Such a Division 
is an asset to each and every taxpayer as without such equip- 
ment the annual tax rate would be increased because the con- 
struction work would have to be let out on contract and the 
cost would be far greater than under the present operating 
procedure. 

The duties of the Highway Division are to maintain ali 
accepted streets, sidewalks, and the drainage system of the 
Town in the best possible condition with the funds pro- 
vided, to construct roadways, drains, and sidewalks as voted 
at the Annual Town Meeting, to see to it that all snow is 
plowed off the roadways of the Town and that the roadways 
are sanded where an ice condition exists, to maintain all 
traffic markings and signs and install new signs. 


2. Water Division: 


Chapter 41, Section 69b of the General Laws authorizes 
Water Commissioners and in this case the Board of Public 
Works. The duties of the Water Division are to regulate 
the use of water, to fix and collect just and equitable prices 
and rates for the use thereof, and to prescribe the manner 
and time of payments of such prices and rates. The income 
may be used for the payment of notes and principal on water 
construction after operation and maintenance expenses. The 
Water Division is to maintain and operate the facilities neces- 
sary to furnish water to all consumers, construct new or im- 
prove the current facilities in use, install new pipes where 
necessary, and install and maintain new mains and services. 
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3. Sewer Division: 


Chapter 459 Section 10 of the Natick Sewer Act and Chap- 
ter 83, Sections 14, 16, and 23, of the General Laws provides 
for assessment of cost for construction of, and charges for 
the use of sewers by the Sewer Division. Methods of assess- 
ment are outlined and authority is granted for using sewer 
rates for construction purposes. The Sewer Division is to 
maintain and operate the facilities necessary to carry away 
all sewerage, construct new or improve the current facilities 
in use, install new pipe where necessary, and install and main- 
tain new sewer mains and service pipes. 


4, Sanitation Division: 


The Sanitation Division has been set up for the purpose 
of collecting the garbage throughout the town and to sell 
it to the highest bidder to obtain as much revenue as possible 
for the town. 


Highway Division: 

During the current year the Highway Division oiled many sec- 
tions of streets, cleaned and flushed all drains. One new drain was 
laid on Pine Street, North Natick, extending 500 feet into the sys- 
tem on North Main Street. 

A section of Oak Street, East Natick, extending for a distance 
of 2,976 feet was reconstructed under Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws. 

Sections of Bacon Street between the Wellesley Town Line and 
Walnut Street were relocated and widened to eliminate the bad 
curves in the road and increase safety for motor vehicle operators. 

Two new sidewalks were constructed. One on North Avenue 
and one on Oak Street, East Natick. 

We recommend that money be appropriated to continue the 
work on Bacon Street and a beginning of a similar project on Cot- 
tage Street for the coming year and also that a sum of money be 
appropriated for the purpose of reconstructing North Main Street, 
which is in very poor condition, under Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws. 


Water Division: 

All the water mains are in good condition, with the exception 
of a section of cement pipe on Pond Street which should be re- 
placed. There has been little or no trouble due to leakage during 
the past year. 
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The New Well, Water and Sewer Department 


During the past year a total of 11,629 feet of new water main 
has been added to the system and 301 additional services added. 


The new well and pump at the Pumping Station on Worcester 
Road was put in operation as soon as it was completed this past 
Summer. Work has already begun on the reconstruction of the 
old well and the new pumps have been ordered. This project should 
be completed late this coming year. 


We recommend that the section of cement pipe in the main 
system on Pond Street be replaced and also favor a policy whereby 
a fee or rate on new water extensions be assessed to the property 
owners. The reason for this is the fact that there is so much build- 
ing in the Town that it is no longer possible to finance water ex- 
tensions from surplus income as has been the policy in the past. 


Sewer Division: 
All sewer lines were flushed during the year and there has been 
a very small amount of trouble due to leakage. 
The main sewer system has been extended into the following 
streets: 
Surrey Lane 
Buckingham Drive 
Hampton Road 
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The New Snow Blower, Highway Department 


Stagg Drive 
Robinhood Road 


In all there has been 2,485 feet of new sewer main added. 

The Chlorinators, one each at the Pumping Station and the 
Treatment Plant, were in operation during the entire period of 
warm weather. 

We recommend that a policy be adopted for the Sewer Division 
for new extensions of mains as previously recommended for the 
Water Division. We further recommend that the policy in effect 
prior to 1933 for the payment for the rental of Hydrants and for 
the rentals for water and sewer service for all Public Buildings be 
adopted to enable the Sewer Division and the Water Division to 
show an accurate picture of their financial standing. Prior to 1933 
both the Water and Sewer Divisions received payment for Hydrant 
Service and for Water and Sewer Service. Since this time both 
divisions have lost the benefit of this earned income. 


Sanitation Division: 

The collection of garbage has increased in volume due to the 
amount of newly constructed homes resulting in increased revenue 
to the Town. During 1947 there were 2,498 cubic yards of garbage 
collected and for the year 1948 there were 2,585 cubic yards col- 
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BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


[= submitting herewith the Annual Report of the Board of Public 
Welfare for the year 1948, attention is once again focused on 
both the Massachusetts Legislature and the Congress of the United 
States. Many bills have been filed locally and nationally which 
would greatly affect Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren and General Welfare. 


Expenditures within our Commonwealth for the above three 
branches of public assistance are practically one hundred million 
dollars, of which the federal government pays 28%, the state 
36% and cities and towns 36%. In other words the cost of Old 
Age Assistance is sixty-five million dollars, Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren thirteen and one-half million dollars, General Welfare sixteen 
million dollars and Child Guardianship four and one-half million 
dollars. 


In the year 1935 the value of the dollar was 100.9 percent while 
in 1948 the value is 57.3 percent. It is also expected that old age 
relief singly which cost $155,241,000. in 1936, will now amount to 
$1,100,000,000. nationally. 


Nationally one of the major factors for this increase is under 
the stimulus of the Townsend Plan philosophy. States have been 
competing amongst themselves for public favor in enlarging relief 
payments. It is our opinion that a change in the medical program 
as set up by the state department would benefit cities and towns 
materially. 

The office of the Board of Public Welfare has become so closely 
related to the state department that local control is almost extinct 
and from all appearances, it will still be further controlled by state 
rules and regulations relative to both personnel and policies.

1 Res department reports the necessity of a new sprayer. The 
one now in the department is 22 years old and cannot give 
another season's service. 


There has been planting of 90 trees, Maples and Lindens, 
in the new sections and replacements in the town’s centre. 


The Dutch Elm Disease was found by Government Scouts 
in two trees near the corner of Oak and Bacon. These trees were 
cut down and burned. If all citizens will destroy all Elm wood 
lying on the ground, it will be a great help in saving the Elms 
of our town. 


The report of State Inspectors for Natick is still marked ex- 
cellent with respect to gypsy moth conditions. The work at the 
town boundaries must be kept up, if this mark is to be maintained. 


The wonder insecticide, D.D.T., has lived up to expectations, 
not alone in exterminating gypsy moth, but many other tree pests.

The requests for variances to the Building and Zoning Laws were 
very numerous this year. This condition made it necessary for the 
Board of Appeals to hold many hearings throughout the year. 


A deputy plumbing inspector was appointed to serve as assistant 
to the plumbing inspector who is now in his fiftieth year of service to 
the town. 


DIGEST OF COMMITTEE REPORTS 


SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


71 Felt committee was appointed under Article 24 of the warrant 

for the Annual Town Meeting of 1945. It was authorized 
by the townspeople to ‘‘study the school housing situation and 
make such recommendations for repairs, consolidations, additions 
and new buildings as seem required.” 


Making its fourth report this year, the committee points out 
that it believes Natick’s recent growth to be a permanent factor 
in the community. The committee’s first recommendations have 
been approved by the town. They include the proposals for the 
new Lincoln School, the new Oak Grove-Nathan Rice School, 
and the kindergarten addition to the West Natick School. 


During the early months of this past year it was evident 
to the committee that those areas of the town experiencing almost 
phenomenal growth warranted further study. This study under- 
taken with the cooperation of the Parent-Teacher Associations 
and other organizations brought forth statistics showing that be- 
yond doubt there is a very definite need for additional schools 
in both East and West Natick. The committee recommends that 
new elementary schools be built in these areas. The committee 
further recommends a new eight classroom elementary school 
addition on the so-called “Felchville School Lot.” The over- 
crowded conditions at the Felchville School and the proper ed- 
ucational accommodation of children in the lower grades of the 
North Natick area as well as the proper accommodation of chil- 
dren in the so-called ‘Bacon School Area” and the North Natick 
area compels the committee to make this a definite part of its 
recommendation. 


The town must face the fact that its high school will soon 
prove extremely inadequate to accommodate the tremendous in- 
crease in enrollment that is inevitable. It is regrettable that such 
an extensive building program must be proposed tn such a short 
period of time, but in view of the rapid growth of our community 
during the past few years as well as the known and proposed 
future residential and business developments, the committee sees 
no other solution if Natick wishes to adequately assist its youth 
in preparing themselves to meet keen competition of the future 
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and to do their share in upholding and promoting our way of life. 


It is hoped that this new school will be ready for occupancy 
during the late fall of 1949. 


SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


W ia School Building Committee appointed under warranis of 

previous years served to supervise the construction of the new 
Lincoln School, the kindergarten addition to the West Natick 
School, and the new Oak Grove-Nathan Rice School. 


With respect to the Lincoln School, the committee reports 
that although every effort was made to remain within the amount 
appropriated, unforeseen circumstances have made it necessary 
that an additional $10,000 be appropriated to complete this pro- 
ject. The Lincoln School, according to the committee, is an ex- 
ample of one of the finest and most practical buildings of its 
kind in the Commonwealth. They ask that every resident of 
Natick take the time to visit it. 


The Committee reports work on the West Natick School 
addition to be nearly complete after many lengthy delays due to 
material shortages. Because no bids for construction were within 
the sum appropriated, it was necessary for the Finance Board to 
transfer $3,817.70 from the reserve fund to the building appro- 
priation in order to get construction started without seeking new 
bids which might have resulted in a higher contract price due to 
the upward price trend in building materials. 


A number of problems presented themselves in connection 
with the Oak Grove-Nathan Rice construction project. According 
to the Committee report, price conditions made it necessary to 
plan for second class construction, and to seek bids in three cate- 
gories, covering a complete building, a building less the planned 
combination auditorium-gymnasium, and a building less the six 
inch water main and sprinkler system. All bids received for the 
complete building exceeded the appropriation, so that the com- 
mittee, after consultation with Town Counsel and Finance Board, 
awarded the contract to the lowest bidder, but provided only for 
the building without the gymnasium-auditorium and the water 
main and sprinkler system, thus bringing the bid within the ap- 
propriation. The committee points out that the further sum must 
be appropriated in order to fully complete this building. 
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MEMORIAL PARK COMMITTEE 


1 is Memorial Park Committee, during the past year, has pro- 
ceeded with the work at Memorial Park, including fencing in 
the football playing area, erection of some 3240 steel bleacher 
seats, some additional work on the playing surface of the field, 
and obtained and erected a temporary army barracks-type field 
house. 


The field was auspiciously dedicated on Columbus Day by 
the Natick Veterans’ Council, with the cooperation of the Me- 
morial Park Committee, the School Authorities, E. P. Clarke Post 
of the American Legion, and the Natick Lodge of Elks. This 
dedication was made possible only by the splendid cooperation of 
the Public Works Department, the Fire Department, and the 
Police Department. 


There were five games played at Memorial Park, the first 
games played in Natick in many years. 


The committee has presented an article in the 19°49 Town 
Warrant calling for further development during the coming year; 
including some additional bleacher seats, toilet facilities, care of 
the field and grading the balance of the area within the scope of 
the Committee. It is hoped that this work can be continued as 
another step toward the completion of the original plans. 


FIRE ALARM COMMITTEE 


| committee was appointed under article 54 of the annual 
town warrant for 1947. Its purpose was to rebuild and recon- 
struct certain control apparatus of the fire alarm system and to 
make a study of the system. 


The committee's study only served to bring out more strongly the 
fact that the fire alarm equipment in the town was in a deplorable 
condition. The Sherwood district of Natick was found to be 
without any fire alarm protection whatsoever. 


The committee, feeling that this dangerous situation should 
be remedied first, immediately asked the Gamewell Company of 
Newton to make a survey of the cost of installing this alarm 
protection in the Sherwood area. It is proposed to install 12 
boxes in Sherwood proper and 15 boxes along the cable route 
which will run from the central station to Felchville station, 
thence down Worcester Street to Speen Street and into the Sher- 
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wood area. The total cost for equipment and work would be 
$28,269. 

A saving of approximately $4600 could be made if the town 
does the work of installing the aerial line construction, necessary 
digging of streets and assists with the underground cable con- 
struction. 

The committee has inserted an article in the 1949 warrant 
proposing this project. They report that while the entire system 
needs to be rebuilt and reconstructed, one section at a time should 
be taken care of under a several-year plan. 


COMMITTEE TO STUDY WATER 
AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS 


AC by the Moderator in accordance with Article 2 voted 

at the Special Town Meeting of July 27, 1948, this committee 
has made a detailed study of the financing of the water and 
sewer divisions of the Public Works Department. 


Their report recommends that Natick abandon the policy of 
paying for water and sewer extensions into new areas through es- 
tablished water and sewer rates to the consumer. It is their pro- 
posal that the Board of Public Works, under existing statutory 
authority, arrange a fee or rate on new water extensions to be 
commensurate with the cost of same and a reasonable return to 
amortize the balance of the investment over a period of 15 years. 
They also propose that the Board of Public Works arrange for 
assessing that proportional part of the cost of sewer main ex- 
tension which cannot be amortized as required by law from the 
services extended. 


The committee feels that this action is necessary to stabilize 
water and sewer finances under present conditions of heavy de- 
mand for extensions into newly-developed areas. They point out 
that similar proposals have been enacted in many neighboring 
towns. 


WORLD WAR II MEMORIAL COMMITTEE 


i fs committee, trusting that it has carried out the desire of the 
members of the community as expressed at past annual and 
special town meetings, submitted its final report this year. 


The honor roll erected on Natick Common now contains 
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name plates with 1932 names of men and women who have served 
their country in World War II]. Name plates with gold letters 
indicate that 79 of the Townspeople have made the supreme sac. 
rifice. 


It is believed that the honor roll now includes the names 
of all those eligible as authorized by the town’s citizens. During 
the past year only nine names were added to the number already 
enrolled. 


TOWN DUMP COMMITTEE 


7 Paes Board of Health appointed as a special committee on the 

Town Dump under Article 13 of the warrant for the special 
Town Meeting held May 28, 1946 reports that the Town Dump 
problem is adequately provided for at the present time. 

It is felt that the arrangement existing for the utilization of 
the land on South Main Street near the Sherborn line has worked 
out reasonably well and will continue to do so for another year. 
The Committee reports that they have had the so-called Woodall 
property, off Windsor Avenue, surveyed and a blueprint prepared. 
If some future exigency appears, they are prepared to discuss this 
area intelligently and without delay. 


SALARY CLASSIFICATION COMMITTEE 


ANT to a vote of the special Town Meeting of November 
18, 1947, a committee was appointed by the Moderator to in- 
vestigate and study the advisability of establishing a plan classifying 
all Town positions, other than those filled by popular election and 
those under the direction and control of the School Committee, into 
groups and classes doing substantially similar work or having sub- 
stantially equal responsibilities. 


The committee recommends that the town at a future town 
meeting establish, and from time to time amend, a plan setting min- 
imum and maximum salaries to be paid to employees in positions so 
classified. This salary plan may provide for the attainment of such 
maximum salaries by periodical step-rate increases based on length 
of service. 


The committee has proceeded with the indicated task and has 
made a preliminary study of the problems incident to the establish- 
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ment of a classification program. Information has been obtained by 
means of questionnaires from all town employees subject to the plan. 
The committee is now engaged in supplementing through confer- 
ences with the various department heads and supervisors. In setting 
up this plan it is proposed to give due weight to compensation paid 
by other towns, and in nearby industry, together with due regard 
to the present salaries paid by the Town of Natick. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


a ies, Authority, composed of five members, received its charter and 
was organized in November, 1948. 


Initial papers comprising the official ‘‘Statement of Need’”’ and 
“Statement of Proposed Sites’ have been submitted to the State 
Housing Board and are now pending before that body. 


Studies are now in progress on types of units that can be uti- 
lized in veterans’ housing. 


LONG RANGE PLANNING COMMITTEE 


De" the past year the membership of the Long Range Planning 
Committee was changed by the Selectmen to exclude official de- 
partment heads. The committee is now composed of eleven mem- 
bers selected from the town at large plus the five members of the 
Planning Board. 


The committee has held regular weekly meetings at which there 
have appeared the heads of the various town deparments and groups 
interested in capital expenditures, as distinguished from the ordinary 
operating costs of the town. 


The recommendations presented to the committee have been 
carefully considered and the committee is preparing a detailed report 
covering its own proposals for the calendar year 1949 and the en- 
suing years. 


TOWN CLERK RECORDS COMMITTEE 


"| Bae committee appointed under Article 84 of the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1947 has been assigned the duty of 
studying the problem of providing suitable quarters and equipment for 


the preservation and convenient use of public records in the custody 
of the Town Clerk. 
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The committee, after careful deliberation of this subject matter, 
which involves larger quarters, a possible change of location of vault 
for Town records and equipment for the same, feels that under these 
circumstances, more time is required for further study. 


VETERANS’ GRAVES OFFICER 


| Fs Veterans’ Graves Officer reports that the increasing costs of 
labor have made it necessary to expand funds above the amount 
appropriated. After visiting all of the Cemeteries in Natick on five 
different occasions during the year, the Veterans’ Graves Officer re- 
ports all veterans’ graves to be in good order and well cared for. 


In the North Cemetery 50 graves were cared for at a contract 
price of $153, while the Eliot Cemetery required $57 for its 19 lots. 
The Glenwood Cemetery Trustees increased the price of lot care from 
$3.00 to $5.00 bringing the charge for the 6 neglected veterans’ lots 
in that cemetery to $30.

(d) The Board of Selectmen shall have the power under this 
by-law to make and enforce rules and regulations relative to such 
parking meters, and whoever violates any parking provision of 
such rules and regulations shall be subject to the penalties pro- 
vided by Chapter 90, Section 20A of the General Laws and any 
other violation shall be punishable as may be provided by law.

thereof, shall maintain such meters in good working condition, shall 
establish for parking in parking meter areas a charge of not more 
than five cents for one hour, proportional parts of said hour to be 
in amounts determined by said Board, shall collect or cause to be 
collected monies deposited in said meters and turn such monies over 
to the Town Treasurer. 


(b) The Board of Selectmen is empowered to authorize the Treas- 
urer to pay out of the revenue derived from said parking meters, from 
time to time, such amount or amounts on the original purchase price 
thereof and for installation costs as may be necessary. 


(c) It is the purpose of this by-law that the fees to be charged and 
collected by the operation of parking meters will be levied as a police 
regulation to cover the expenses incurred by the Town or by the 
Board of Selectmen for the acquisition, installation, maintenance and 
operation of parking meters and the regulation of parking and other 
traffic activities incident thereto, and that it is not the purpose of the 
installation of such parking meters to recover any further monies for 
the Town or to engage in the operation of such parking spaces or 
areas and meters for profit. 


(d) The Board of Selectmen shall have the power under this by-law 
to make and enforce rules and regulations relative to such parking 
meters, and whoever violates any parking provision of such rules and 
regulations shall be subject to the penalties provided by Chapter 90, 
Section 20 A of the General Laws and any other violation shall be 
punishable as may be provided by law.

We recommend unfavorable action be taken on Articles 71, 72, 
74 and 80. The Board of Appeals in its normal functions is con- 
cerned with building questions, whereas the Board of Public Welfare 
is not. In Articles 74 and 80 if the Board of Appeals were made the 
licensing agent there would be no Board available for appeal to their

2. By way of explanation, Chapter 3, Section 3.2.2 of the building 
code of the town of Natick, defines second-class construction as fol- 
lows: “The term second-class in this code applies to a building or 
type of construction in which the interior and walls are of masonry 
or concrete and the roof covering of fire-resistive material but the 
outside trimmings, floors and other interior construction wholly or 
partly of wood.” 

3. With respect to the new definition of “overnight cabins, motels and 
tourist cabins,” they are included in the same definition that formerly 
applied to “overnight cabins’ alone.

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Article 2. Voted, to appropriate $2,500.00 from Surplus Revenue Funds 
for the purpose of defraying the initial costs and administrative ex- 
penses of a Housing Authority. 


Article 3. Mr. Prunaret of the Planning Board read the following report: 

In accordance with Section 17.2.1., the Natick Planning Board held 

a duly advertised hearing on Monday, September 27, 1948 to consider 

the subject matter of Article III in the Warrant for this Special Town 

Meeting. Approximately fifty people attending the hearing, four 
speaking in favor and eight speaking in opposition to the change. 


Some of the opposition to the proposed change was directed to 
objectionable features of an enterprise of this type such as a traffic 
hazard; the noise of the expected automobiles in the late hours 
of the night and that such an enterprise would adversely affect the 
valuation of the property in that area. Other objection was to the 
rezoning of approximately 50 acres of land of which less than one-half 
would be occupied for a Drive-In Theatre enterprise, whereas the 
remaining area would be speculative as to what types of businesses, 
if any, it would attract. 

A similar but less elaborate Drive-In Theatre in Weymouth is 
assessed for about $28,000. A_ recently constructed Drive-In Theatre 
in Dedham which will be more like that proposed for Natick has 
no assessed valuation at present because it was so recently constructed. 
It is proposed that the theatre will operate for about five months 
of the year and it is claimed that it would employ about thirty 
people many of whom would be ushers and those handling equivalent 
jobs. 

At the present time there is only one theatre in Natick which is 
a substantial structure and one of the most highly assessed in the 
Town having a valuation for tax purposes of almost $180,000. The 
proposed theatre would run in opposition to the present Colonial 
Theatre during the five months that it was in operation which would 
be during the Spring, Summer and Fall months. 

A majority of the members of the Planning Board taking part in 
this recommendation oppose the rezoning of any of the land described 
in Article III. One member of the Planning Board feels that it 
would be desirable to rezone approximately 800 feet frontage on the 
Worcester Turnpike to a depth of 2,000 feet so as to include the 
proposed site for the Drive-In Theatre and a modest additional 
section of adjoining land. The Planning Board therefore recommends 
that the Town Meeting vote unfavorably on this article.
